fold. Fir.st. a huilding for agri¬ 
culture classrooms and laborator¬ 
ies, including the housing of the 
biological science department 
Sec'ond. residence halls for men 
and women Third, a pavilion for 
the u.se of stock judging of all 
kinds, dairy shows and other pub¬ 
lic affairs which frequently look 
to the local schohol for facilities. 

When the proposed agriculture 
huilding Is erected it will prob¬ 
ably be located directly across the 
campus from the industrial arts 
building This location is ideal, 
being on the campus proper, while 
clo.se enough to' barns and the 
/arm to be within convenient reach 
of those. It is noteworthy in 'his 
connection that while agriculture 
has furnished the largest number 
of students of any curriculum at 
the Junior OoUege, It has never 
en,toyed its own building and class¬ 
rooms Good farm and equipment 
f avc always been supplied the 
agriculture classea bi.t no build¬ 
ing, and this proposed building 
would fill this long-felt want That 
the deficiency neecLs to be rejn- 
edied without unnecessary delay 
goes without saying

There are certain advantages 
in coming to a small college that 
I would not expect to have at the 
university or a larger college. 

At a small school, such as this 
one, a student receives more per¬ 
sonal attention and aid from the 
teachers. To me that is a great 
advantage. Personal harmony and 
understanding between the stu¬ 
dent and teacher help to make 
the condition more honorable for 
both. In a small school the teach¬ 
ers take more interest in the stu¬ 
dent as an individual, and most 
of them try in every way to help 
the student through the rough 
places. 

Another thing that I lik,? about 
the small school is the relation¬ 
ship between students. Every stu¬ 
dent knows the other by his or 
her first name, and there is a re¬ 
lation there that would not exist 
in a large school. I would be only 
cne among several thousand at a 
large college. Perhaps I would 
know a few other students, but 
there would be those whom' I 
would never come to know. 

In a small school one prepares 
himself for a larger school later 
on. When I graduate from the 
Junior College I expect to enter 
the University with more confi¬ 
dence and be less fearful of my 
ability than I would have been 
had I started to the University 
as a freshman. 

There is a greater variety of 
curricula, recreation, etc., in, a 
larger school, but to us, the small¬ 
er accreditted college is better 
for the first two years at least. 
Then I believe it best to go to a 
larger college. I believe this to be 
especially true for a student who 
is not financially able to tak pear* 
in at least part of the activities 
oflered by a larger college. After 
a student has become a junior, 
I think he is more independent 
and will not feel that he is left 
out because he is not able to 
join a fraternity, etc. 

The advantages gained while 
attending a small college should 
help the student to become better 
adjusted in a larger school.

MENTOR GRAHAM, by Kun

Mentor Graham was of Scotch- 
Irish escenl, and almost from the 
cradle he hungered and thirsted 
after learning. His father gave 
the boy to Uncle Robert.a well 
to do kinsman.a nd while Robert, 
who waa a pioneer doctor in Ken¬ 
tucky, rode his visits to the sik. 
Mentor rode behind him and con¬ 
ned lessons, tales and symptoms, 
and grew to know trees and all 
the wild and natural life of back¬ 
woods Kentucky. Before he was 
seventeen Mentor Graham wa-s 
teaching school and he married a 
girl who was thirteen and settled 
down to what eventually became 
a long life as a frontier peda¬ 
gogue. 

After some years to escape living 
in a land of slavery as much as 
to find new lands. Graham mover 
from Kentucky up Into Illinois 
and settled at New Salem on the 
Sangamon. He had known the 
Lincolns In Kentucky; oddly 
enough had lived not far from 
Jefferson Davis. He was kin by 
marriage to Herndon. who| be¬ 
came Lincoln's law partner. In 
due season Lincoln came to New 
Salem and for some years lived 
with the Grahams, while Mentor 
taught him grammar and survey¬ 
ing A thousand nights did they 
discuss hard-shell Baptism, wo- 
anentt rlghtfe. religioh, poliUcs, 
grammar, and law. GTaham went 
to see his best pupil inaugurated 
president of the United SUtes and 
grieved to hear Lincoln had been 
killed. 

But he never missed a| lick 
teaching three terms of sc'nool 
a year, or sixty years Mentor 
methodically, painstakingly, unim¬ 
aginatively kept his schools; and 
long before the reader gets to 
the end of this book, written as 
methodica’ly and unimaginative as 
Mentor kept his schools, the won¬ 
der grows that Mentor Graham 
never rose above the drab, unre¬ 
warding tasks of rural school 
teaching. He wore a cutaway coat 
and stovepipe hat in school hours 
and made brick, farmed, traded, 
and did around out of hours, and 
died at the age of eighty-five an 
old man with a thin frail face and 
drawn-down sad mouth—from the 
gloomy pictures of him still pre¬ 
served. A wood slab at his grave 
was inscribed The Teacher of 
Abraham Lincoln.’’ 

Kuniguride Duncan and D. K. 
Nichols have done a painstaking 
study of this man who so pathetic¬ 
ally and futilely fulfilled the fate 
of a typical frontier school mas¬ 
ter. The writing I found factual, 
often monotonous, as uninspiring 
as Mentor’s school keeping. Thou- 
.sands of details develop those 
years of frontier living in Ken¬ 
tucky and Illinois until by the 
very impact of their unemotional 
multiplicity that life and those 
times are recreated into a vivid 
whole. I couldn't help but feel 
that a first class novelist would 
have given life and vitality and 
strength to this story, which a 
researcher shrouded in dusty de¬ 
tail. 

Somehow the shadow of A. Lin¬ 
coln, with Ann Rutledge and oth-, 
er familiar names, falls across 
these faithful pages and obscures 
the somber portrait off iMentor 
Graham and makes, if that^were 
possible, the pathose of his striv¬ 
ings seem even more comber than 
other wise.
